SIFTING ANDERSON’S TESTIMONY. 
Syecial Dispatch te The Tribune. 
WasuHincton, D. C., June 3.—Scatfcely a 
dozen persons in Washington, outside of the 
ring of Democratic conspirators who set up the 


Anderson sensation, knew in detail to what he 


had sworn or the exact tenor of the documents 
he produced, until to-day. Even the Republic 
an counsel, who were present at the examina- 
tion, were in ignorance of many important facts 
until this morning, owing to the impossibility 
of hearing the witness clearly where they sat, 
and the further fact that nothing was printed 
here at length till to-day, and for some points it 
Was necessary to await the arrival of New York 
papers at 1 o’clock. An examiuation of Ander- 
son's statement, which has since been made, 
goes far to confirm the previous belief that it is 
part of an infamous conspiracy. About the 
letters of Senator Matthews and the contracts 
previously placed inhis hand, to-morrow Rep- 
resentative Danford, who was in Louisiana as a 
member of the House Committee investigating 
Electoral matters, will testify, if the cross-ex- 
amination of Anderson is finished in time, that 
Anderson talked fully with him in New Orleans 
in regard to affairs, and not only affirmed the 
correctness of the protest which he now denies, 
declaring the existence of fraud and intimida- 
tion in East Feliciana Parish, but went on to ex- 
plain further that he was then engaged in set- 
ting up 
A PLAN TO TRAP THE DEMOCRATS 

by pretending to deny his protest and the ex- 
istence of fraud and intimidation for the pur- 
pose of inducing the Democrats to offer to bribe 
him, and, when he caught them in this way, he 
then intended to expose them, and so destroy 
their case in Louisiana. It is understood that 
Judge Campbell, of New Oricans, who has been 
subpenaed, and before whom the Anderson 
protest purported to be sworn, Will testity that 
Anderson made oath to ign the exact 
shape in which the Returning Board used it, 
and in which it now appears in print. 

Secretary Sherman, upon seeing the verbatim 
report of Anderson’s account of their interview 
in New Orleans, absolutely denies it. The 
President also deglares that, while Anderson 
came to see nim in regard to an appointment, 
every part of his testimony which bears a con- 
struction compromising him is mauufactured. 
The official record of the action taken in Ander- 
son’s case, as it appears at the State Depart- 
ment, relieves the President from tbe whole 
force of Anderson’s attack. The records show 
that just as he was appointed Consul to Funchal 
the President 5 

RECEIVED INFORMATION AS TO HIS STANDING 
in Louisiana, and that he immediately—nameiy, 
on the 26tb of May—wrote to Secretary Evarts 
directing him to withhold Anderson’s commis- 
sion. Anderson now pretends that he refused 
the place offered. If be did, it was subsequent 
to the virtual revocation of his appoiutment. 
An erroneous statement has been made that he 
was afterwards nominated tothe Senate for a 
position upon the assembling of Congress in 
October. He was never afterwards appointed 
to any place. 

MINISTER STOUGHTON 
has been sent for to testify in regard to an al- 
leged Anderson and Weber interview in the 
restaurant in New Orleans. Maj. Burke will be 
called to explain his alieged offer to Andersou 
of $4,000 and the $1,800 position for four years. 
Tuis is believed to be part of the scheme to trap 
Democrats, which Anderson told Representa- 
tive Danford he was engaged upon. 

As to the alleged copy of the alleged Sher- 
man letter which Anderson produced, the 
strongest presumptive proof against it, outside 
of Secretary Sherman’s evidence, lies in the 
fact that in all Anderson’s attempts to secure 
oflice om the President, Sherman. aud Mat- 
thews, he never once alluded to this letter, and 
dves noteven claim that he did; although he 
swears that it was in answer to a note 
from Weber aud himself, asking Sber- 
mau, to whom they were to 
look for the fulfillment of promises 
he had made of office, and was pro¢ured be- 
cause they were not satisfied with verbal prom- 
ines of position. Let when he came here to 
claim his office he never so much as once men- 
tioned the existence of this letter 4o the Secre- 
tary, the President, or Mr. Matthews. 

ANOTHER FACT 

in this connection carries much weight, nemely, 
that Anderson swears that when he arrived here 
shortly after the inaucuration, and applied to 
Sherman for an office, Sherman pretended not 
to recognize him, and told bim he bad no place 
for him, aud would not help bim to office either 
in the State Department or any other Depart- 
ment. Even then he didn’t mention the al- 
leged Sherman letter. With many these facts 
ispose of this alleged letter. 

GEN. BUTLER’S THEORY 

the Sherman letter is ingenious, although it 
may not be correct. The General says that 
there can be no doubt of Weber’s devotion to 
the Republican party, and of his desire to pro- 
mote the success of its candidates; while An- 
derson was evidently a soldier of fortune who 
was waiting for something to turnup. Ander- 
son insisted upop having a written guarantee 
{rom Sherman. Weber, who felt that bis lite 
was not safe at his Louisiana home (and his 
subsequent assassination showed how weil 
founded were his aborebhenstone sent to Sher- 
manand asked him if he and Anderson might 
depend upon being provided for if they were 
exiled irom Louisiana for conscience sake. 


Weber was a witness before the 


Sherman assured him that they should be taken 
care of, and Weber on leaving wrote out what 
Mr. Sherman had said, perhaps making it a

ot the couspiracy investigation. 
SENATOR KELLOGE@, 

in conversation to-day in regard to the investi- 
vation of the Potter Committee, sald tbat so 
far as Louisiana is concerned the Democrats 
will fiud their gun loaded for plover, aud need 
not be surprised if it recoils and kiek&s its owner 
over. Kellogg says he will be able to take care 
of Louisiana, and if the Democrats have no 
better case in Florida than they have in bie 
State they must ask the Lord for mercy. 

THE PRESIDENT 
to-day. referring to the recent igterview pub- 
lished ju Tax Trrsons, in which he declared 


that he should maintain his authority and pro- 
tect the Presidency at all hazards, said that he 
had then no thought of being interviewed, but 


the report as a whole was correct; that he did 
not complain of it. He added: “TI think the 
position I advocated is the correct one. At any 
rate I propose to adhereto R. The denial,” 
continued the President, 15 answer to a ques- 
tion, “came from some Of my friends, who 
thought 1 had been rather free in expressing 
myself, but I never denied enything in the pub- 
lication, and I never asked anybody to do it for 
me.” The President said he did not want to be 
interviewed on the subject, but, while he pre- 
ferred to haye nothing more said, he did not 
object to the publication of the statement of 
what has preceded. He stands by the senti- 
ments of the interview, and has never author- 
ized a denial of the facts. 

DEMOCRATIC CONDEMNATION OF ANDERSON. 

The mapaging Democrats have been a good 
deal disturbed to-day over the discrediting of An- 
derson as a witness by the New York World, 
one uf the principal journals of those advocating 
investigation. The Word of to-day, in com- 
menting on Auderson's testimony, says: *+It 
is unfortunate for Anderson that be seems te 
be a speculative apocalypse, so to speak. He 
began his operations by sending under feigned 
initials to a New York newspaper documents 
purporting to have been found in a sealed envel- 
ope, the property of a dead mau, 
which had been opened d mistake. 
Tnis debut cannot be truthfully. described 
as a recommendation to public contidence, and 
as the geueral tone of Mr. Anderson’s corre- 
spondence shows him to have very early con- 
ceived an accurate idea of the valuc of what he 
calls ‘documentary evidence,’ and to have very 
early shed any scruples Be may ever have had 
as to the ways and means of securing such evi- 
dence, judicqjous people will be slow to accept 
any conciusion as to the guilt or innocence of 
any human being which rests either on the un- 
supported evidence of Mr. Anderson, or even 
‘documentary evidenge supplied dy him 
alone.“ 

THE ALLEGED SHERMAN LETTER. 

The Republicaus would have been perfectly 
satisfied with their case so far as the attempt 
of the Democrats to {x guy improper act upon 
Secretary Sherman is coueerned, if he had been 
able to remember that be wrote the letter, or 
if it should appear that he did, and it 
is only Anderson’s statements’ which affixes 
anything improper to the writing of such a let- 
ter. He alone claims that it related to fraud. 
Such promises and assurances were entirely 
proper under what was then and is now 
the belief of the Republicans, that tbe 
protests of Andergon and Weber 
were true, and that wen who discharged 
such duty as they had did it at the peril of 
their lives, and deserved well of the party to 
which they beionged ; that it was proper to 
promise prdtettion and support.. here is noth- 
ing that even suggests anything corrupt in the 
alleged Sherman letter, even ii it had been written 
Audersou's interpretation ot it, in view of his 
general falsifications, is worthless, and so the 
Republicans believe. Even if the Democratic 
claim of the authenticity of the letter be grant- 
ed, it establishes po case against the Secretary. 
The first paper which Anderson swore he placed 
in the hands of Senator Matthews is cither 

. A FORGERY 
or as thoroughly discredited as if it were forged. 
By the testimony of Weber, given before the 
Howe Committee, this paper purports to have 
been signed by Anderson and Weber, and to 
declare that the election in East and. West 
Feleciana Districts was the most peace- 
ful and orderly one ever witnessed, 
aud that the large gainin the Democratic vote 
was obtained by legitimate means, and that they 
had been induced to file protests only because 
the votes of those parishes were necessary to 
elect Hayes and Wheeler, and that they did this 
at the request of Pitkin, Packard, Kellogg. and 
others. Eight weeks after Weber signed 
this alleged paper, as now claimed by Anderson, 
ouse Com- 
mittee as to the means used to insure a Demo- 
cratic gain. He kuew of fifty colored voters 
who were in one town discharged for attending 
the Republican meeting. They were leit in a 
state of starvation. He was notified to leave or 
his life would be taken. in reply to Senator 
McDonald, he said the whole campaign was one 
of intimidation, Tue intimidation of the col- 
ored people so terrorized the Republicans that 
they were .

The ouse bill appropriating $20,000 for 
the expenses of the Potter Committee 
is pending in the Senate Appropriations 
Committee. Senator Edmunds to-day sent an 
amendment to that Committee providiug that 
if the Potter Committee receives the $20,000, 
the Senate contingent iund shall also have set 
to its credit §20,000 to be used for 
any investigation which the Senate may 
make during this Congress. This is equiva- 
lent to a declaration on the part of 
the Senate Republicans that they hold an in- 
vestigation in reserve. The House Democrats 
ure as grossly partisan and unfair as they 
hitherto have been, and an investigation with 
Edmunds asits Chairman would not be a trifling 
affair for the Democracy, and it would not be 
limited to one or two parisbes in certain States. 


ANDERSON, 
MORE OV HIS MOUTHINGS.

Gen. Terry, commanding the Department of 
Dakota, which contains his refutation of the | 
statement’ of the Commissioner of indian At- 
fairs as to the demoralizing eflect of the pres- | 
ence of troops among the Indians, is an extraor- 
diuary document. The circumstances whicb re- 
sulted in the report are these: Last December. 
Commissioner of Iudian Affairs Hayt informed 
the President, in the presence of Gen. Terry, 
that the bresenco of troops at the Indian 
Agencies had demoralized the Indian 
women, and that the Indian women 
were habitually debauched by  soidiers. 
Commisstoncr Hayt ciaimed to have evideace 
that one-half of the half-preeds at Standing 
Rock Agency are the children of soldiers. Gen. 
Terry resented this, and, after repeated re- 
quests, ordered an investigatiou. Commission- 
er Hayt meanwhile bad declined to produce the 
proof, notwithstanding the request of Gen. 
Terry had teen made known to him. Col. Cor- 
bin, in command at the Standing Rock Agency, 
Was - f a 
CHARGED WITH THE INVESTIGATION. 
He consulted with the Chiet and leading men 
of the four bands of Indians, the Catholic 
priest, and the teachers. The priest, Father 
Jerome Hunt, answers, as to the school under 
hid charge, that there are eight half-breeds, all 
children of civilians. He knows of no tmmoral 
relations between the soldiers and the Indian 
women. The lady iu charge of the girls’ school 
reports five baif-breeds, none of whom are the 
children of soldiers. Col. Corbin himself had 
interviews with athe Chiefs at the Agency. 
Running Antelope gave the names of u great 
many half-breeds which were the children of the 
EMPLOYES OF THE INDIAN AGENCY. 
Mad Bear said that the reason there are so few 
childrew under 8 years of age is because they are 
compelled to eat tood so bad that it kills the 
children. Mad Bear said: “The Great Father 
provides us much money to feed us, but the 
Agent buys food for us which white people 
would throw away. The flour issued last spring 
killed not only women and children but grown 
men. I believe it would kill even hogs. We 
date the decrease of the number of children 
from the time certain Agents took charge of 
us. 

As a general rule, the Agency empioyes have 
kept Indian women, as also the employes at 
the Trader’s store. There are from forty-four 
to sixty-three half-breéd children 

UNDER 8 YEARS OF AGE, 
that being the period during which the soldiers 
have been stationed there. Of this number 
from one to fifteen are the offspring of soldiers. 
There are sixty-two full-blooded children of 
indians under 8 years. Many more have been 
born, but have from the effects of rotten 
flour issued by the Indian Agents. One Indian 
Agent has personaily contributed to the prosti- 
tution of Indian women. That one Agent's 
son has prostituted women, aud has used Indian 
supplies for that purpose. Indian 
stores and Indian Agencies are the original 
sources and centres of all prostitution existing 
between white men and Indian women. The 
allegation that more than one-half the children 
born of Indian women are half breeds 
1S UTTERLY UNTAUE, 
and the implication that the half-breeds born 
are off ef soldiers is a wicked slander ou 
the soldiers of the United States army. 

Col, Corbin charges W. TI. Hughes, Indian 
Agent at that Agencv, with having made the ac- 
cusation to the Commissioner of Indiau Affairs. 
Col. Corbin challenges Hughes to the proof, 
and savs, “I can say with confidence that if the 
troops were not present at this Agency Hughes 
would not live here ope day. The Indians 
would either kill him or drive bim away re- 
gardiess of consequences. They complain now 
because the military do not seize the Agency 
and protect them from robbery by the Agent.

THE CONGRESS. 
ITS COMPOSITION. 

LONDON, June 3.—It is said the Congress will 
be composed of the following Powers: 

Bismarck and Count Von Bulow, for Ger- 
many. 

Lords Beaconsfield, Salisbury, and Odo Rus- 
sell, for Great Britain. 

Count Schouvaloff and M. D. Outril, Russian 
Ambassador at Berlin, for Russia. 

Count Andrassy and Von Haymerle, for Aus- 
tria. 

M. Waddington and De St. Vallier, for 
France. 

Count Corti and Count De Launay, for Italy. 

It is not yet known who will be representa- 
tives of Turkev. 

IN THE BRITISH PARLIAMENT. 

In the House of Commons this evening, the 
papers in regard to the Congress were laid on 
the table. The Chancellor of the Exchequer 
stated that the documents embrace the invita- 
tion of Germany to a Congress to be held in 
Berlin on the 13th of June for the free discus- 
sion of the Treaty of San Stefgno, and Lord Sal- 
isbury’s acceptance of Germany's invitation 
with the explanation that Eoglaud anderstands 
that all the Great Powers are asked to assent to 
a free discussion of the aforesaid treaty. The 
Chancelles confirmed the ennouncement that 
Lords Beaseeesfield, Salisbury, and Udo Russell 
will represen’ Great Britain tn the Congress. 

IN THB LORDS. 

In the Houze of Lords to-night, Earl Gran- 
ville heartily congratulated the House aud Gos 
ernmen. tun the San Stefano Treaty was about 


to be discussed by the Powers in a Congress, 
but do! Earl Granville in the House of Lords 
and the Marquis of Hartington inthe House of 
Commons censured the selection of England’s 
representatives to the Congress on the ground 
that it was inexpedient for the Premier and 


' Forcign Secretary to be absent at the same 


time. ‘The Marquis of Hartington also com- 
plained that this arrangement leaves England's 
representaves uncontrolled either by Cabinet or 
Parliament. The matter was not pushed to any 
issue, the objections being met by Lord Beac- 
onsfleld in the House of Lords and by Sir Staf- 
ford Northcote in the House of Commons, and 
the subject dropped. 
THE INVITATION. 

Lonnon, June 3.—The following ie the text 
of the German invitation to the Congress: 

The undersigned, Ambassador of, the Emperor 
of Germany, bas the honor by order of his Gov- 
ernment to convey to his Excellency the Marquis 
of Salisbury, Secretary ef State for Foreign Af- 
fairs to her Majesty Queen of Great Britain and 
Ireland and Empress of India, the following com- 
munication: 

**In conformity with the initiative taken by the 
Austro-Hungarian Cabinet, the Government of 
his Majesty the Emperor has the honor to pro- 
pose to the Powers who are signatories of the 
treaties of 1856 and 1871 % meet in Berlin, to 
discuss there the stipulations of the preliminary 
Treaty of San Stefano concluded de- 
tween Russia and Turkey. The Govern- 
ment of his Majesty, in giving thie tnvitation 
tothe Government of her Britannic Majesty, un- 
derstands that in accepting it the Government of 
her Britannic Majesty consents to admit the free 
discussion of the whole of the! contents of the 
Treaty of San Stefano, and that it is ready to par - 
ticipate therein. In the event of the acceptance of 
all the Powers tnvited, the Gévernment of his 
Majesty propoges to fix the meeting of the Con- 
grees for June 13.” 

The undersigned, in bringing the above to the 
knowledge of his Excellency, has the honor to ask 
him to be good enough to acquaint bim as soon as 
possible with the reply of the British Government. 

SALISBURY’S REPLY. 

The following is Lord Salisbury’s reply to the 
foregoing : 

The undersigned, her Majesty's Principal Secre- 
tary of State for Foreign Affairs, has the honor to 
acknowledge the receipt of bie Excellency’s com- 
munication inviting her Majesty's Government to 
take part in a Congress at Berlin for the discnssion 
of the stipulations of the preliminary treaty con- 
cluded at San Sterano between Russia and Tur- 
key. The undersigned, taking bis Excellency's 
verbal intimation tnat the invitation had been sent 
in the same terms to the other Powers who are sig- 
natories of the Treaty of Paris, and understanding 
that those Powers assent to the invitation on the 
terms stated in his Excellency’s note, has the 
honor to inform his Excellency that the Govern- 
ment of her Majesty will be ready to take part in a 
Congress at the date mentioned. 

THE TURKISH REPRESENTATIVES.

THE NEW BULGARIA. 

Vienna, May 22.—Gen. Dondoukoff Kor- 
sakoff, the newly-appointed Governor-General 
of Bulgaria, has issued a proclamation from 
Rustchuk, where he has taken up his quarters, 
announcing that, in conformity with the stibula- 
tions of the Treaty of San Stefano, he has been 
named by the Czar Governor-General of the 
liberated Buigaria, and that he enters on his 
office to carry out the autonomic organization 
of the country and to prepare it for the election 
of its Prince. He will make no dis- 
tinction of race or creed, and endeavor, 
by repressing abuses, and, above all, 
by administering equai justice, to remedy 
the evils of the past and to extinguish the ani- 
mosity and hatred existing between the differ- 
ent sects of the population. As yet, he says, it 
has been necessary to employ Russians versed 
in administration; but, when the organization 
is complete, then Bulgarians will likewise be 
emploved. He hopes they will show them- 
selves worthy of the great destiny which has 
been prepared for their country. Meanwhile, 
Russian officers are to command the Bulgarian 
army in course of formation, Russian employes 
are to administer the country, and those thou- 
sands of Buigarian priests educated in Russia for 
years past will prepare it for its great destiny. 


NOBLING’S SHOT. 
THE EMPEROR'S CONDITION. 

Berwin, June 8.—The condition of the Em- 
peror coutinues satisfactory. 

The effect of the news that another attempt 
had been made on the life of the Emperor was 
astounding. The outburst of public feeling 
went far beyond the manifestations made on the 
previous occasion, as Nobling’s attempt exceed- 
ed that of Hoedel in the seriousness of its re- 
sults. A vast crowd assembled around the pal- 
ace, and forced its way into the building. It 
,only dispersed on receiving satisfactory news of 
‘the Emperor’s condition, and§ a warning that 
their loyal manifestations might aggravate the 
suffering from his wounds. 

TUB LOCALITY. 

The spot where the Emperor was shot is al- 
most five minute’s walk from the scene of 
Hoedel’s attempt. 

THE ASSASSIN, 
Dr. Nobling, came to Berlin a few weeks ago 
from Halle. He hired a furnished room on the 
second floor, No. 18 Unter den Linden, from the 
window of which the shots were fired. Nobling 
was formerly in the civil serviee of the King- 
dom of Saxony. He was a regular contributor 
to agricultural journals, and seems to have 
been in easy circumstances. He studied agri- 
culture and finance in Halle and Leipsic. 
' NUBLING. 

Beri, June 8.—Dr. Nobling cannot recover 
from the injuries he inflicted on himself at the 
time of his arrest. It is said he had accomplices 
in the crime, 

Dr. Nobling is neither a Socialist nor an Ul- 
tramontane, but is a Protestant of good family 
and position, and fair means. His brothers are 
officers in the army. Dr. Nobling admits that 
his plan had been formed foralongtime. He 
had accomplices who had been in communica- 
tion with him on the subject of the assassina- 
tion of the Emperor for six months. 

BERL, June 8.—The official bulletin issued 
from the palace this evening says the condition 
of the Emperor is satisfactory. 

In reference to the report that Dr. Nobling, 
the assailant of the Emperor, had accomplices, 
the North German Gazette says that when bis 
mother visited him in prison be denied receiv- 
ing anything for the deed, and answered nega 
tively when asked if the lot to commit the 
crime fell upon him. 

LATEST. 

Lonpon, June 4—5 a. m.—Official bulletins 
issued from the royal palace at Berlin up to 
midnight, m reference to the condition of the 
Emperor, are satisfactory. Some of the shots 
in his arm have not yet been extracted. The 
doctors have decided to leave them to work 
their way out for fear of causing inflammation.

THE STORM ERA. 


SWING HIGH, SWEET CHARIOT! 
Special Dispatch te The Tribune 

Morais, III., June 3.—About 6 o’clock last 
evening a strange phenomenon was witnessed, 
or rather heard, in the sky. overhead at this 
place. The air had been, for two or three hours 
previously, very hot and sultry, oppressively so, 
and clouds gathered ip the east, which were 
passing over, indicating the appearance of a 
storm. A large cloud arose from a little south 
of west, passing east, just about on the line and 
directly over the IIlinnis River. The cloud was 
not very dense, and yet was quite black, but 
had nothing to indicate a tornado in it. But 
emanating from the cloud was a constant roar, 
like distant thunder, which did not cease from 
the time the cloud appeared in the west until it 
was out of sight in the east, the 
time extending at least fifteen minutes. The 
sound was something like the roar of a distant 
train of cars, although those who have heard 
the sound of coming tornadoes recognized it 
immediately as being of the same character. 
But the most remarkable feature of it was that 
every few moments, perhaps as often as once 
in two minut@, the sound would swell into a 


roar of thunder,—in no case a crash, but simply 
an enlargement of the roar. It would then 
subside into the continuous roar, and then swell 
again, and so on. It continued until it passed en- 
tirely over the county, following the direction 
of the river to the northeast all the way. A 
Uttle hail followed, and a slight shower as the 
cloud passed over. The continuous roar was 
something such as was never heard before here. 
There was no wind perceptible near the earth, 
and no evidence of any accompanying the cloud 
ip the sky. , 


A SMALL TWISTER. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Oua RA, Neb. June 3.—Reports of Saturday’s 
storm show that the damage throughout Ne- 
braska was very light, more so than expected. 
A heavy thunder storm passed southward about 
four miles east of Central City, and, when just 
south of the railroad, it changed into a tornado 
or cyclone, resembling a large water-spout from 
the sky, and, as soon as it reached the ground, 
it destroyed everything in its course. It first 
destroyed a frame school-house, completely de- 
molishing it, and strewing small pieces of the 
building for miles around. It then carried 


away and destroyed the dwelling, barn, and 


outbuildings of Thomas Stewart, killing his 
stock. From there it took the house and barn of 
Joseph Gray, living near by, killing two cows and 
doing other damage. Near by Col. Webster 
and party were fishing at Warm Slough. Here 
it kllled one of Mr. Webster's horses, and made 
a total wreck of his carriage. From here the 
cyclone struck the Platte River and exploded 
with a loud report, which ended its desolation. 
At present no one is known to have been killed, 
but several were injured and barely escaped 
with their lives. On the line of railroads, both 
in Nebraska and Iowa, the track was washed 
and buildings blown over. Trains from Chica- 
go were delayed from seven to twelve hours. 
Several bridges on the outskirts of Omaha were 
wasbed out. 


BURLINGTON, IA.

country has been visited during the past few 


days by aseries of severe thunder and wind 
storms, which did great damage to crops. In 
the vicinity of Medfapolis, in this county, whole 
fields of growing grain are reported utterly 
ruined by hail, which in several places is said to 
have covered the ground after the storm to the 
depth of over a foot.

SUGAR. 


The Manner in Which Honest Dealers Are 
Run Out of Business by Men Who Can 
Buy Samplers, | 

Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

New York, June 3.—The sugar importers 
here fear that Congress will adjourn without 
abolishing the present tariff rates upon sugars 
aud sirups, which they say are taken advantage 
of by certain refiners to defraud the 
Government and to make themselves the 
arbiters of the trade. The report 
of the Customs Com mission now 
sitting in this city is understood to be strongly 
in opposition to the Wood bili, and in favor of 
specific duties, in accordance with the idea of 
the importers. If the arguments 
advanced do not prevail upon Con- 
gress to take immediate action, the im- 
porters will be subjected to the present 
duties for at least two years more, during 
which the dishonest refiners will undoubtedly 
perfect their sway over the sugar market, and 
drive all honest men out of it. During the 
past three years about 750,000 tons of sugar 
have been annually imported to the 
United States. Of this aggregate in 1877 
three large retining firms in this city intimately 
connected are said to have entered 260,000 
tons. The average annual amount of duties 
collected by the Government bas been, since 
1875, about $33,000,000 in round numbers, The 
importers claim that, had the duties been hon- 
estly paid, a revenue of over $40,000,000 would 
have been collected. | 

The way the fraud is perpetrated is through 
collusion between refiners and the ill-paid 
Government officials stationed as Samplers and 
Weighmasters upon the docks at the refineries. 
All the sugar imported by refiners or bought 
alloat“ by them goes under a special privilege 
to their docks, where it is supposea 
to remain until the Sampler has taken a sawpie 
of the average contents.of each hogshead, and 
the Appraiser has determined from these the 
duty to be imposed. The fact appears to be, 
however, that sugar has been taken in bulk to 
the docks and has been at once dumped, 
aud the hogsheads cleaned by steam and broken 
up before au Appraiser had seen a sample, and 
even before a Sampler had taken one. After 
such a course no one could prove that a sample 
of No. 7 sugar conveyed to the Appraiser 
by an accommodating Sampler was not a 
true evidence of the character of the 0. 
Hence the importers were justified in telling 
the Customs Commission, as they did, that the 
Sampler ts virtually the Collector of the Port, 
so far as sugars are concerned. Importers 
have also testified before the Commission 


‘that great frauds have been committed by 


collusion between dishonest refiners and Gov- 
ernment Weigh-Masters. According to the evi- 
dence, hogsheads weighing from 1, to 1,800 
pounds have been reported at 1,200 pounds, and 
the Government has thus been defrauded 
of from 86 to $12 per hogshead, and the 
refining importer has benefited correspondingly. 
The Commission has also got at interesting 
facts about drawback brands, and the -use of 
corn sirups, or glueose, by refiners.

The 
thieves well know where they can get rid of 
thei: stolen booty, Dut you cannot fiud it in 
these pawushops or second-tiand stores. In ten 
minutes after it gets into their hands it is run 
out the back Qoor and placed where the owners 
or the officers cannot reach it. it is a well- 
known fact that the most of the fences, pawn- 
brokers, and second-hand dealers bave private 
boxes and drawers in the vaults of our savings 
banks in this city where these valuables are de- 
posited. Fifteen minutes after they leave the 
hands of the thieves they are placed in tbe 
vault. There they remain, beyond the reach of 
the authorities. It is weil known that the off 
cers of the law have watched these places time 
alter time, but found nothing, for this class of 
property is immediately removed to a place of 
safety beyond their reach. This ts s#mething 
the public ought to know.

Verdict in the Sturges Case--- 
Waldron, Niblock & Co. 


Record of Judgments, New Suits, 


Bankruptcy Business, Etc. 


The trial of the Sturges mandamus case was 


concluded about 7 o’clock Saturday evening, 


before Judge Rogers, and the case given to the 
jury, with leave to seal verdict. At 11 o’clock p. 
m. they agreed, and departed. Yesterday morn- 
ing the verdict was opened in Court and read, 


as follows: 

We. the jury, find the iesue for the relator, Will- 
iam N. Sturges, and assess the damages at one 
cent. 

‘Tbe third instruction given for the plaintiff 
gives the issue upon which the case turned, aud 


was as follows: 
The jury are instructed that. althongh the Board 
2 Trade of the City of Chicago had the right to 

xpel any of its members for a violation of its 
rules and by-laws when the penalty prescribed by 
such rules and by-laws for a violation thereof au- 
thorized expalsion, and although said corporation 
had the right, by its rules and by-laws, to pre- 
scribe the mode an manner in which proceedings 
should be had, taken, and conducted for the ex- 
vulsion of any of ite members, still, if it appears 
by a preponderance of evidence that the proceed- 
ings against the plaintiff were had or conducted 
without due deliberation, and were not regular nor 
in substantial compliance with its rules, and that 
the plaintiff was not allowed the — 4 — to be 
heard in hie defense, such proceedings are not a 
sufficient excuse for the expulsion of the plaintiff. 

Mr. Black made a motion for a new trial. 

Mr. Pratt, on Sturges’ behalf, wanted to ar- 
gue the motion at once. He thought that 
Sturges had been in fact acquitted of the 
charges, and should have the peremptory writ 
of mandamus at once to reinstate him. 

Judge Rogers said he never heard of a writ 
issued on a verdict of a jury without a judg- 
ment. le would like to sce authorities on the 
point, but could not listen to a discussion then. 
The argument will probably come up Saturday, 
and in the meantime Sturges must wait outside 
the portals of the Board. In fact, he will have 
to wait until tne Supreme Court decides the 


matter, if an appeal is taken.

Another Remarkable Russian Verdict. 


A verdict as remarkabie as the acquittal of 
Vera Sassulitch has been rendered by a Russian 
jury m Odessa. Three Evangelists began in 
1870 to hold secret praver- meetings, and gradu- 
ally extended their influence, until at last whole 
parishes joined the heterodox faith. For per- 
sisting in weaving peasants from the orthodox 
faith in images, saints, candles, and the para- 
pheraalia of the Russo-Greek Church, tney were 
cast into prison and Kept there for three vears. 
The public proseeutor then brougbt them into 
court in Odessa, and demanded that they should 
be exiled to the mines of Siber. Tue 
prisoners appeared in court with the 
New ‘Testament in their han aud re- 
plied to the accusations of the Synod. 
Forty witnesses—priests, peasants, and officials 
—bore record of the siucerity of the Evangelists. 
In describing the converts, the Stundists, they 
declared them to be remarkabletor their so- 
briety, honesty, and clearness of principle, vir- 
tues in which the orthodox moujik is ever want- 
ing; and the obly fault which they could find 
with them was that they would not go tochurch 
nor in auy Way recognize the authority of the 
viilage priest. Indeed, everybody spoke 80 
highly of the Stundists and of the good which 
had attended the preaching of these Russian 
Wesleyans, that it was generally felt the Gov-. 
erument had committed an error in bringing 
the matter before a jury. Although legally the 
uifenders were liable to exile fur spreading het- 
erodox views, the jury, after five minutes’ de- 
liberation, found them ali three not guilty 
and the verdict was hailed with exc of

That Alleged Interview of Gath's.“ 
** Gath” in Phiiadelphia Times of May 31. 

“Your distrust, Mr. President, is of the 
House of Keprepresentatives rather than the 
Senate! 

“The Senate,“ said the President, “is further 
removed from the kind of influence which whips 
Congressmen in under threat of beating their 
nominations. Within ninety days many or most 
of these Congressmen are to be candidates 
for renomination. ‘The time is well chosen to 
dragoou some of those who arc at heart loath to 
interrupt the good order of things. If the con- 
spiracy to capture Congress should prove a su e- 
cess, the best operation would be to throw the 
caucus lash around the Senate, too. As I have 
sald, the Senate is more conservative by its 
nature.“ 

Mr. President, may not the ambition of 
some high-class Senators, like Thurman, to be 
President, dissuade them from opposing: the 
schemes of these conspirators !“ 

No, I can hardly believe even in the light of 
a sordid ambition of that kind, that it would 
benefit any candidate for President to revolu- 
tionize the very office he wants. Public opin- 
ion is still too upright for that. I have looked 
to public opinion with the confidence a pub- 
lic man ought never to lose in it for ‘support, 
both in my policy and against the action of 
this Congress.

Anprrson, the champion Democratic wit- 
ness, is a thoughtless and unsystematic liar. 
He swears before a Democratic Committee 
now that the protest to which his name was 
signed is a forgery, inasmuch as the blanks 
were filled up with false statements after he 
had signed the document. But he swore be- 
fore a Democratic Committee in Louisiana, a 
year and a half ago, that he had read over 
very carefully the statement he had made,” 
and that he wrote the last clause in the 
statement himself.” This protest must still 
be in existence, and will undoubtedly be pro- 
duced before the ANDERSON case is closed. It

In either case, the 
production of this document is bound to 
prove ANDERSON a liar ; it doesn’t much mat- 
ter when he lied, because he swore to both 
statements, and a perjurer is not regared as 
a trustworthy witness against good charac- 
ter. 


ANDERSON’S CASE ANALYZED. 

The case now before the Potrrzr Commit- 
tee is that of East Feliciana Parish in Louisi- 
ana. The evidence consists of the personal 
statement of ANDERSON and the copies of let- 
ters which he puts in, some of which are re- 
garded as forgeries. Any judgment made 
upon the case as it now stands must be upon 
the basis that AnpERson himself is a witness 
not to be believed. Democrats must start 
out with this as well as Republicans; for, if 
his evidence were to be accepted of itself, the 
Republicans would insist that he told the 
truth when he made his protest and in his 
evidence before dhe former Louisiana Com- 
mittee, while Democrats would insist that he 
tells the truth now. But, having evidently 
sworn to a lie in one case or the other, all 
his testimony must be rejected as worthless 
in making up a judgment. There remains, 
then, the single method of estimating the 
probabilities in the light of the facts ad- 
mitted and the documents that have been 
proved genuine. 

App ing the casein thisspirit, the most 
conspicuous fact is that, in a county where 
there were 2,127 registered Republican voters, 
not a single vote was returned for HAxxs, or 
any candidate on the Republican ticket! Ax- 
DzRSON now seeks to explain this astounding 
fact by saying tliat there was a conspiracy 
among the Republican managers to prevent 
the casting of any Republican votes, as a 
basis for the rejection of the entire vote of 
the parish by the State Returning Board. 
AnpERgon’s whole story is built upon this 
statement, and yet all the probabilities of 
the ease are violently opposed to it. We will 
recount some of them : 

1. Had the Republican managers entered 
into any such” conspiracy, they would natu- 
rally have selected a county in which it was 
known there would be a large Democratic 
majority by an honest vote. They would 
not have selected a county where it was 
known that an honest vote would yield 
1,100 Republican majority. Men who con- 
spire to doadishonest and unlawful thing 
never conspire against their own in- 
terests. But this is what they would 
have done by selecting East Feliciana Par- 
ish. In the election of 1872 the 
Republicans had a majority in that 
parish of 1,020 votes; in the State election 
of 1874 they had a majority, by the 
Democratic count, of 841 votes. The 
registration of 1876 gave them reason to 
expect a majority of about 1,100 votes. East 
Feliciana, then, was about the last parish in 
the State which the Republicans would have 
chosen to throw out by withholding their own 
vote, because they could count upon a large 
majority there for themselves. 

2. If there had been any such conspiracy 
as ANDERSON charges, the most essential 
person to its success would have been the 
Republican Supervisor of Election, who was 
no other than Anperson himself. He would 
have been the first to take into the secret, 
because his co-operation would have been 
necessary to carry out the scheme. It was 
not enough to withhold the Republican 
votes; it was equally essential to have a 
Supervisor who should understand the pur- 
pose Of withholding them, would heartily 
enter into the scheme, and who could be 
relied upon to file the necessary protest 
that the Republicans had been prevented 
from voting by intimidation and violence. 
Yet AnpERSON testifies that the secret was 
religiously kept from him, and that he only 
learned of it by the gossip of a drunken man 
with a woman in the room next to one where 
he was! Were the men who were knavish 
enough to concoct this fool conspiracy such 
irredeemable idiots as to trust it into the hands 
of a man who knew nothing of it, and upon 
whose indispensable co-operation they had 
no reason to rely? Such a presumption is 
utterly ridiculous. 

3. Such a conspiracy as ANpERson charges 
would have required the comprehension and 
acquiescence of the 2,127 Republican voters 
in the parish. Every one of these men 
would have to understand why he was not to 
vote: for President and State and 
county officers. The great bulk of Re- 
publican voters were negroes, to whom vot- 
ing is as precious a privilege as to the Irish 
Democrat at the North. They would not 
consent voluntarily to .forego it with- 
out some strong reason; they would have 
to believe that it was for the good of the Re- 
publican party, and to this end it would have 
been necessary to explain to them the nature 
of the conspiracy Now, a conspiracy that 
includes 2,127 men, most of them zealous 
and suspicious, is undoubtedly a myth.

- Intimidation had been previously 
practiced with precisely the same results. In 
1868 the State was overrun with bulldozers ; 
in Caddo Parish, where there had been 3,000 
Republican votes, not one was cast in 1868, 
and there was the same condition of things 
in St. Landry Parish, where there had been 
over 1,000 Republican votes. What hap- 
pened in these two counties in 1868 hap- 
pened in East Feliciana in 1876, and for the 
same reason. 

The other point in the case is to be found 
in the letters and documents submitted by 
Anperson. These are merely copies, and 
some of them are regarded as. forgeries. H 
we consider them all as genuine for argu- 
ment’s sake, then they prove, first, that An- 
pERsON was a traitor and intriguer, schem- 
ing with both parties for personal reward. 
The draft of his agreement with Nasu, the 
colored Congressman, sufficiently attests his 
corrupt character and mercenary purposes. 
His letters to Wenenr (the Supervisor of West 
Feliciana Parish) show that there was collu- 
sion between the two to take such course as 
would result in their greatest personal benefit. 
Neither party could trust him. This is man- 
ifest from the attempt of the Democrats to 
kill him before election. ANnpERsON says the 
attempt was due to their lack of faith in him, 
which indicates that they had made a pre- 
vious bargain with him to whitewash 
their intimidation and bulldozing, but 
they began to distrust him. This was evi- 
dently the reason why Pacxarp, KNMLoda, 
and the other Republican managers feared to 
trust him to go back to East Feliciana as 
Supervisor. They had evidently been in- 
formed of his conferences with the Demo- 
cratic politicians. When ANDERSON came to 
New Orleans after the election there is little 
doubt that he was pledged to the Democrats, 
and that he intended to certify that there 
had been an honest and free election, thus 
ignoring and denying the intimidation that 
had been practiced, the assaults and whip- 
pings by bands of armed men, and the 
threats by which the negroes were frightened 
into voting the Democratic ticket or remain- 
ing away from the polls. But when he reached 
New Orleans his former Republican associates 
probably persuaded and frightened him out 
of his corrupt trade with the Democrats. 
They probably convinced him that the story 
of a fair election in a parish where not one 
out of 2,127 Republican votes had been cast 
was too palpably a lie to deceive anybody, 
and they probably threatened him with pros- 
etution if he persisted in it. Then he filed 
his protest. It was at this point that Suzs- 
Max arrived. There is little doubt that Suer- 
MAN was informed by Pacxarp, RTO, 
and others, of ANDERSON’s true character. The 
evidence was all at hand, but the law required 
the Supervisor's protest in order to get it 
before the Returning Board. What more 
natural than to promise suck a man that he 
would be taken care of if he would adhere to 
the truth, and neither sell ont to the Demo- 
erats nor yield to their threats? What more 
just than to subsequently repudiate a scoun- 
drel who had to be bribed to do right? Had 
Anperson been a straightforward, honest 
man, it would have been right and proper 
for the Government to provide for him after 
he had manful’y stood by the truth at the 
peril of his life and at the sacrifice of his home 
and his property. But he was not sucha 
man. Had Suerman placed himself in An- 
DERSON'’s power by any corrupt agreement, 
there is no doubt that the former would have 
found a place for the latter in order to 
silence him. But there was no such neces- 
sity. AnpERson deserved no reward as an 
honest, conscientious man, suffering for 
truth’s sake, and he could not command a 
reward, as one pal forces another to yield, 
because nobody was in his power. He had 
played a double game and lost; he had fallen 
between two stools. He now comes before 
the public as a self-impeached witness with 
a story not sustained by the documents he 
produces, and absolutely contradicted by all 
the facts and circumstances of the case. 

COMMUNISTIC ASSASSINS. 

One of the conditions attaching to the 
throne of Germany seems to be that its occu- 
pant shall consent to become a target for 
every crazy-headed or vengeful assassin that 
wants to shoot at him. The Emperor WII 
ram does not stand alone, however, in this 
undesirable position. The mildest as well as 
severest of monarchs have been targets for 
their subjects, but by some good fortune the 
assassins have been so bungling in their work 
that it has done no harm except in the case 
of Gustavus III. of Sweden, who died from 
a shot received at a masked ball. Grorar 
III., Gzorcz IV., WILIA IV., and even the 
good-hearted and universally-beloved Vic- 
ron, have had to run the gauntlet of these 
frenzied fools. Narorzon I. and Napougon 
III. had very similar experiences with infer- 
nal machines, the first with a battery of 
muskets and the second with the Orsmz 
bombs. Louis Parmuprt, IsanxLLA of Spain, 
and Frerprnanp of Naples received the atten- 
tions of their subjects with gun, pistol, and 
dagger. Crazy Poles have attempted 
to take the life of the present Czar, 
who liberated the serfs, and in 1853 a 
Hungarian shot at Francis Josxryn. The 
Sultans without number have been hanged, 
drawn, drowned, and quartered. In Spain 
Amapgus was shot at, and Pnnt, while 
Regent, was killed. Greece and Switzerland 
seem to be the only States in Europe that 
have been exempt from acts of this kind. 
The Emperor WIIAX may now claim equal 
fame with his brother who preceded him, 
four assassins having attempted to take the 
life of each. The first attack upon the 
former was made in 1849 at Nieder-Ingelheim, 
when, as heir apparent, he was on. his way 
to Baden to take command of the troops to 
put down the uprising of the Republicans. 
The second was made in 1861, after he had 
succeeded to the throne as King of Prussia, 
by the student Osxan Brcxer, be- 
cause, in the latter's opinion, he 
could not effect the union of Ger- 
many,—a display of egotism and rufflanism 
combined that has rarely if ever been equaled. 
From 1861 to 1878 the old Emperor has enjoyed 
a respite, and Bismarck has been the target 
in his place. This year, however, the assas- 
sins have fired at him twice. The first of 
these attempts was made on the 11th of last 
month, a Communist named Horpex firing 
at him twice while driving in the Unter den 
Linden avenue with his daughter, the Grand 
Duchess of Baden,—both balls, however, 
missing their mark. On Sunday after- 
noon last, upon the same avenue, a 
Socialist, Cant Epovarp Nope.me, a 
Doctor of Philology, an habitue of 
the Socialistic clubs, an editor of a radical 
Socialistic paper in Berlin, fired twice at him 
and lodged thirty small shot in his head and 
arms. As in the case of the Communist 
Hop, the second would-be assassin nar- 
rowly escaped being torn to pieces by the 
angry populace, the police having great dif- 
ficulty in saving him. In the former case,

As it is his theory to take these things 
easily, we presume the bluff old Emperor 
of 79 years, notwithstanding his liberal dose 
of shot, will soon be on his feet again, and 
will live out his natural term. 

In the case of the Emperor WILIA, it is 
difficult to conceive the motive that actuated 
the assassins, It is stated that NoBExine is 
not only a Socialistic but a religious fanatic ; 
but, if he were acting from a spirit of re- 
venge, it would be reasonable to suppose he 
would attack such prominent aggressors 
upon Socialism and Ultramontanism as 
Prince Bismarck and Herr Falcx, one of 
whom inspired and the other executed very 
severe and odious laws. Personally, the old 
Emperor is extremely popular, He is very sim- 
ple and plain in his habits, affable in his in- 
tercourse with the people, economical in his 
expenditures, moral, and even religious, in 
all his ways of life, and mild in his dispo- 
sition. It is said that he has never yet 
signed a death-warrant. Hozpz., the Com- 
munist, has not been hung. From the 
patriotic point of view, the Franco-German 
war also commended him to the affection 
of all his subjects who take pride in the vic- 
tory of German arms and the glory of the 
German naue. Again, what did this Social- 
istic fanatic think he could accomplish? 
Suppose that he had killed the old Emperor. 
He would have been succeeded by the Crown 
Prince, who would be likely to prove a more 
rigid ruler than his father, and certainly, 
under the circumstances, would administer 
his functions with terrible severity. Sup- 
pose the Crown Prince were killed; another 
one would follow, who would grind these 
fanatics under his heel. Kill him off, and 
there is still another to come. There is no 
end to the line, and it is made up throughout 
of the same hardy stock. But, long before 
this could happen, the German people them- 
selves would rise. Whenever they discover 
that Socialism has ceased to be only a theory 
to be squabbled over in beer-gardens and be- 
come the motive of regicide and the medium 
for striking deadly blows at German soci- 
ety, they will put an end to Socialism as 
the French people put. an end to Com- 
munism, and there will be short shrift 
for such men as Hogepet and NonzLIxd. 
It is utterly impossible, therefore, to con- 
ceive what object these fanatics have in their 
murderous efforts, Ir how they hope to 
advance their infamous doctrines as to the 
confiscation of property and the disorgan- 
ization of society. There is no reasonable 
hypothesis which will explain their conduct. 
We can only account for it in two ways: 
Either these men attempted the life of the 
Emperor from an insane desire for public 
notoriety, or, being excitable, hot-headed 
fanatics, they worked themselves up into 
sudden frenzy, as did Wuxes Boots when 
he shot President Lixncotn. In the one case, 
such men should be hanged. In the other, 
they should be confined in some secure place 
where human life would not be exposed to 
the results of their frenzy. But for Hozpr1’s 
immunity from any penalty for his crime, 
Nosenine might have never committed his 
assault. 


THE REVIVED NATIONAL PROSPERITY. 

The June statement of the condition of 
the national finances has much in it that is 
encouraging to the country, and furnishes 
the strongest possible protest against any re- 
newal of that civil strife which, from Novem- 
ber, 1876, to March, 1877, so effectually 
prostrated business and production. The 
condition of the Treasury on May 31, in 
1878, is compared with that of May 31, 1877. 
The first item shows the changes in the 


character of the bonded debt:

It will be seen that $156,000,000 of the 6 
per cent bonds have been replaced with 
bonds bearing 44 or 4 per cent interest,—a 
reduction of about $2,500,000 annually in 
the interest on the public debt.

With the exception of the Bank of France, 
the United States Treasury had, on 
the Ist of June, a greater sum of 
coin on hand in the Treasury than 
was on deposit in any national treasury 
or bank in the world. The amount is in- 
creasing monthly. The certificates are paid 
in due time into the Treasury for duties, and 
their presentation will not, therefore, reduce 
the sum of coin on hand, which will go on 
increasing under our coinage, and protected 
by the large export credit building up in 
Europe. 

‘The comparison of foreign trade during 
the last twelve months with the same trade 
of the previous year is most encouraging. 
The figures are as follows:

An actual increase in the values of the 
commodities exchanged of $107,000,000 ; but 
the increase represented in the quantities is 
much greater. The specific values of the 
commodities exported and imported during 
the last twelve months were perhaps from 
10 to 15 per cent less than the value of the 
same kind of articles in the ‘year preceding, 
so that, though there is over $107,000,000 
increase in the aggregate values of the trade, 
the increase in the quantities—the tons, 
yards, bushels, dozens—of the commodities 
has been much greater. There has been an 
increase both of exports and imports, and 
nothing but the solemn and profound 
ignorance of a large portion of Congress, and 
the cowardly demagogism of others, has 
prevented a vastly greater increase in our 
export of mannfactures, which export is now 
crippled by the tariff. 

The excess of exports over imports for the 
twelve months ending April 30, 1878, 
amounts to $222,500,000; while in the year 
preceding it was $173,000,000, Notwithstand- 
ing an increase in our imports, there is a 
still greater increase in our exports, and the 
large balance of last year placed to our credit 
abroad is not only duplicated this year, but 
enlarged by $50,000,000, 

These several items of the Treasury state- 
ment are of great importance. They showa 
reduction of the rate of interest on $150,- 
000,000 of the public debt from 6 to 44 and 
4 per cent. They show an accumulation in the 
Treasury of no less than $189,000,000 of gold 
and silver coin, —a sum almost unprecedented 
in the history of any Government. They 
show an annugl excess of sales of merchan- 


dise over purchases of $222,000,000, which

Never since the War was the National 
Treasury in such an excellent condition. 
The entire paper currency is practically at 
par with coin; the Treasury overflowing 
with coin; national bonds bearing only, 4 
per.cent interest at par in coin, gold and 
silver coin being added to the currency at 
the rate of $8,000,000 a month, and an annual 
surplus to our credit of over $200,000,000 in 
Europe. Is it any wonder, then, that trade 
and commerce have put on new energy, and 
that during the last half of the current year 
we have added over $100,000,000 to the 
value of foreign exchanges of merchandise ? 
Under the new impulse given to trade and 
commerce and production, there was a hope- 
ful return to prosperity ; the demand for 
labor was improving, there was a larger dis- 
tribution of wages, the means in the hands 
of the people to purchase was increasing, 
and, with the increase of consumpticn, pro- 
duction was invigorated. A few months 
more of peace, union, harmony, and absence 


be on the full tide of return to prosperity. 

At this moment, so auspicious and so long 
waited for, a faction of Democrats in Con- 
gress have undertaken to set on foot a revo- 
lution ; to Mexicanize the Union ; to set up an 
extra President, and an extra Congress, and 
generally an extra Government; to throw 
the people into the turmoil, excitement, and 
violence of civil strife and war over a once 
settled election.

THE CASE OF MRS. BESANT. 

Mrs. Annre Besant was formerly the wife 
of aclergyman of the Church of England. 
She separated from him on the 25th of Octo- 
ber, 1873, in consequence of serious differ- 
ences of opinion as to religion. By the deed 
of separation one of the children_of the par- 
ties, a girl, was given into the custody of the 
mother for eleven months of each year, and 
the father was awarded the care of her for 


given to the father for eleven months and to 
the mother for one month in each year. 
This arrangement remained undisturbed un- 
til the month of April in this year. The 
father then filed a petition in the High Court 
of Justice, praying that the terms of separa- 
tion be set aside, and that custody of the 
children be solely remanded to him. The 
grounds of the petition were that the mother 
was an atheist in religion; that she had neg- 
lected to give the girl a religious education ; 
that she had assisted in the publication of a 
book adjudged to be immoral and obscene; 
and that she was consequently unfit to have 
the custody of achild. The father alleged 
that Mrs. Besant commenced her atheistical 
writings in 1874, and then joined Mr. Brap- 
LAUGH in’ writing for him. In February, 
1875, she delivered her first atheistical lect- 


From February, 1875, to September, 1877, 
the girl was taught by a Miss Morris, a 
member of the Church of England. In Sep- 
tember, 1877, Mrs. Besant went into part- 
nership as publisher with Mr. Brapiaveu. 
In that month the child was sent toa day- 
school, and the mistress was told that she 
was to receive no religious instruction. Since 
that time, while with her mother, she has 
not in fact received any at all.

BrsantT, in rebuttal, admitted the views on 
religious subjects attributed to her, but said 
she had never taught those views to the 
child. She thought that a child should be 
brought up without any particular religious 
belief, so that when old enough it could 
select such religion as it saw fit. She did 
not like to have her daughter read the New 
Testament, because there were passages in it 
children could not understand. She had 
never taught the physiological facts con- 
tained in her ‘Fruits of Philosophy” 
to her daughter, although she thought 
they should be known by all 
young people. The Master of the Rolls de- 
livered judgment.

THE DELINQUENT-TAX LIST, 

The Journal exhibits more rancor than discre- 
tion in regard to the action of the Grand Jury 
on the vublication of the county tax-list. And 
its malice has so blinded it that it appears not 
to have comprehended the nature or meaning of 
the report made by that body. It actually con- 
strues a broad intimation of guilt into a com- 
plete exoneration’’! We venture the opinion 
that the party who asked for the investigation 
into the transaction is not as jubilant over the 
verdictof that Jury as certain men in the 
Journal office pretend to be. 

After referring to the fact that McCrea ad- 
dressed a note to the Foreman of the Grand 
Jury, asking for an investigation of the report 
that the tax-list had been corruptly awarded, 
the Journal has the temerity to say: i 


The Grand Jury complied with this request last 
week, calling before it as witnesses all persons 
who were likely to have knowledge of the matter 
in question. The result was that the Grand Jury, 
at the close of its labors last Saturday afternoon, 
decided that there was no ground for the charges; 
in other words, completely exonerating Mr. Mc- 
Crea and the Journal of any improper transaction 
in connection with the tax-list publication. Now, 
to show the malice of the slanderous and cowardly 
attack, we need but mention the fact that both the 
Times and Tus Trisune studiously fail to make 
any mention of or reference to the result of the 
Grand Jury's investigation as regards the present 
County Treasurer. 

The Journal utters avery foolish falsehood 
when it states that Tus Trisuneg studiously 
fails to make any mention of or reference to the 
result ot the Grand Jury’s investigation as re- 
gards the present County Treasurer.” On the 
contrary, THe TRIBUNS published conspicuous- 
ly, in the Sunday issue, the entire report of the 
Grand Jury onthe subject of the publication of 
the tax-list; and, what is not a little surprising, 
the Jowrnai suppresses the report. If it com- 
pletely exonerated McCREA and the Journal,” 
it is reasonable to suppose the Journal would 
publish the text of the ‘‘ exoneration “ in a con- 
spicuous part of its columns. 

Let us examine the official document, and see 
how completely it exonerates”’ the parties in 
question.

assiduous manipulation, a very large number of 
peovle are making comfortable. indeed luxurious, 
livings from the earnings of their fellow-citizens: 
in short, one of the minor items in the rand 
system of oppreesive taxation which is now bear- 
ing so heavily upon the people. Like so many 
other devices for bleeding the unsuspecting tax- 

ayers, it is an annual source of corruption and 
iniquity, and of no possible public good. 

The complete exoneration “ is certainly not 
found in this part of the report. It is,” says 
the Jury, an annual source of corruption and 
iniquity, and of no possible good.” If the pub- 
lication of the tax-list is an annual source of 
corruption,“ the inference is pretty strong that 
the County Treasurer is bribed by the pub 
lisher, or the latter is blackmailed by the 
former. 

After stating the great cost of printing the 
tax-list, and estimating the profits at $25,000 to 
$30,000 per annum, and strongly recommending 
a repeal of the law requiring the publica- 
tion, the Grand Jury concludes its report as 
follows:

Being much presse 
for time, our investigations into the matter, al- 
though reasonably full, were not, rhape, as 
thorough as with more time to give to {tthey might 
have been. We think it in keeping with our duty, 
and as much as we are called upon tosay, torepeat 
and emphasize the opinion that the system of pub- 
lishing this enormous delinquent-tax list annually 
(with so much fat“ in it, as the printers term it) 
isan annual source of corruption and iniquity, 
and of no possible public good; and the sooner 
the law is repealed and the system abolished the 
better for the people of Cook County. All of 
which is respectfally submitted.

containing the Algerian exhibition. It stands 
on the right, close to a group of French 
chalets, and to the as yet unfinished aquarium. 
It is an oblong building, painted a pure-white, 
‘with five square towers. The front has three, 
of which the highest rises some eighty or 
fect, and is surmounted by the usual 
tiny spire with three golden balls. Below the 
middle tower is a Mauresque gateway, shaped 
like a pointed horseshoe, and beautifully 
adorned by a band of mosaic, blue, yellow, and 
red, but chiefly light-blue, which contrasts 
happily with the gleaming-white walls 
of the towers. Lou pass through this 
gateway up some steps into a square Moorish 
court or ante-room, with four elaborate Maur- 
esque doorways, and a lofty glass dome, tinted 
light-bluc, and elmost hidden by exquisite 
white tracery in front of it. The walls of the 
court are pink,—the piuk of a delicate blush- 
rose,—crossed and recrossed by elaborate white 
moldings in relief. This beautiful court, like 
several other parts of the Algerian building, is 
a reproduction of a room in the Alhambra.

By the four doorways of this court you get 
access to as many long galleries, and to the 
Algerian gardeus in the centre, with its won- 
drous tropical ferns and palms, 
and its splashin fountain, alwaye the 

luxury of tern palaces and tem- 
ples. Probably few who have not lived in the 
French colony will be deeply interested in its 
exhibits, chiefly indigenous raw materials, flax 
and hemp grown in Algiers, polished and un- 
polished marbles, matting, and woods. Some 
of the carpets aud all tne costumes exhibited 
2 too curious to be neglected by 
Visi So are the odd Algerian dolls, the 
skins and the trophies taken at the flerce fights 
of Oran and Constantine. Amongst the skins 
is one which formerly covered the hide of a no- 
bie old dlack lion, —a man-cater known to all 
the colony by the name of the Solitaire, 
whose savage exploits have often been related 
round the desert camp-fire to terror-stricken 
Arab maidens.

the illusion of the visitor is less complete, and 
alas, here is no Arab maid! Tunis is more cty- 
lized than Morocco, I am afraid. There, you 
dispensed with such effeminate luxuries as 
tables, and took your coffee on primitive wood- 
en stools. Here, you have tables by the dozen 
and you sit upon the stdtls. Tis a decided 
falling off. But, despite the presence of a sham 
Turkish waiter, whose tasseled fez is powerless 
to conceal the natural ignomi y of his origin (I 
could swear he is no stranger to Batignelles 9. 
one unusual treat, at least, is here offered you: 

A VOCAL AND INSTRUMENTAL CONCERT. 
Gross and unpardonable perversion of language, 
but no matter. —let it be concert.

Of music, in the proper 
sense of the word, there is none at all, but 
there is melody gone mad, and harmony foolish, 
not to say maudlin. They begin well enough; 
the re promises fairly, and you @et a few 
dars not wholly unbearable; but presently 
the hope is dashed to the ground. e drum- 
bottle man becomes excited, and this excites 
the individual with the tambourine, Between 
them they nearly manage to drown the weaker 
rebab and kuitra, which never have a chance 
after the opening. One delightful peculiarity 
of Tunisian compositions is, that it appears not 
to matter at all with what note they end, so 
long as it is not the key-pote. This constitutes 
the great charm of the music. 

The Egyptian monument at the Trocadero is 
not yet finished, and the Persian and Chinese 
palaces near it were closed when I visited them. 
All the attractions of the Persian building must 
be inside, for certainly nothing attracts you in 
the outside. The Chinese palace is a very 
splendid affair, however, and its handsome 
pagodas, with their intricate ornamentation of 
black, red, and gold, its curious carved mon- 
sters, and its outlandish dragon stand are

The house itself isin the 
form of a simple one-story chalet, built neatly 
of a sort of deul. It is open on two sides, so as 


they had no guarantee that the Assessor of 
South Chicago would have any influence beyond 
his own territory to have other Assessors equal- 
ly raise property 7 — the present valuations.

‘There 
were large tracts along State, Madison, Wash- 
ington, LaSalle, aud Dearborn streets which 
were assessed in the neighborhood of $1,000 and 
upwards per front foot. if this valuation was 
adhered to and conformed to by the Township 
and County Boards, and then the State Board 
of Equalization should do as they had done for 
the past half-dozen years,—raise Cook County 
pepperty in the aggregate by adding from 35 to 

per cent, and the rate of taxation should be 
as it had been for the last three years,—each 
twenty-five-foot lot, with a four-story stone 
front builaing on it, in the districts above re- 
ferred to, would be taxed from $1,500 to $2,500 
each, which would be practical contiscation and 
a cood deal more than some of the property 


rented for. 

MR. ROBERT LAW 
gave a statement of several pieces of his own 
property where the increase was from 300 to 

0 per cent in the valuation. One piece, which 
was assessed last year at $4,000, was assessed 
this year at $25,000, and several other pieces in 
similar proportion. He also stated that he had 
information that both the North and West 
Town Assessors were reducing last year’s asscss- 
ment. 

Mr. Isaac N. Arnold next spoke. He dis- 
cussed solely the legal view of the case. For 
more than thirtyjyears in Llinois, though the 
language of the law been that 
the Assessor should assess at a cash value, 
practice had settled a uniform construction 
which was as much apart of the law atthe 
present time as if printed in the text, that

He did not believe that the present 
Assessor of South Chicago was any more 
honest or conscientious than the 10,000 men 
before him who had dope assessing in this 
State for the past thirty years. The late Thom- 
as Church and William B. H. Gray had for ten 
or fifteen years assessed underthis law, of sub- 
stantially the same language as at present, 
that he suspected this high assessment was 
a scheme to increase the valuation, so as to is- 
sue more bonds, in the interest of two sets 
of men,—one set who wanted to get the bonds, 
and avother set who wanted to spend the 
money that would be derived from the proceeds 
of their saie. He intimated that the people 
were paying all the taxes that they could possi- 
bly bear at the present time, and- they were in 
no humor to have greater burdens piled upon 
them. If this scheme was carried out, he feared 
that there would be such an army of tax-fighters 
as Chicago had never before seen. It was no 
time now to make an increased assessment or 
try new experiments. He would co-operate 
with the citizens of Chicago4m most energetic 
measures to defeat its accomplishment. 

Mr. Joel Walters stated that he had heard of 
a number of eases where the assessments were 
perfectly frightful. He had seen the Assessor 
of one or two towns inthe country (and he 
pamed Ezra Sherman, of Riverside, as one), and 
none of them were increasing the assessment, 
except the Assessor of South Chicago.

THE LAVA BEDS. 


Sixty Bannock Indians Let Loose on Camas 
Prairie—Trouble with the Governor. 
Boiss City, Idaho, June 3.—S8ixty Bannock 
Indians last Friday robbed King Hill Station 
on the Overland Road, seventy-five miles from 
Boise. The keeper escaped. The Indians then 
captured two freight-teams carrying arms, am- 
munition, etc. The fate of the teamsters is 
unknown. Col. Bernard, with seventy cavalry- 
men and twenty citizens, is making a forced 
march to Camas Prairie. The Indians along the 
trail left in haste on the approach of the 
troops. It is estimated that 300 Indians are 
camped in the Lava Beds. Their position is very 
strong. There is wood, water, and grass 
enough to keep them all summer. A 
mass-mecting of citizens of this city has 
just been held to devise means to render assist- 
ance to settlers along the Overland Road. The 
meeting was well attended. Chief-Justice 
Hollister and all leading citizens were present. 
The conduct of Gov. Brayman is condemned in 
the strongest terms. Fifty men have enrolled 
themselves to go to the relief of the settlers, 
but with the express understanding that they 
would be subject to orders from the Governor 
of Idaho. Gov. Brayman telegraphs from Boise 
to your correspondent, saying: The disrep- 
utable proceedings here to-day will be sent 
ou as publicopinion. Such news is grossly un- 
ust and untrustworthy.“ 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune, 
Wasntneron, D. C., June 3.—Several dis- 
patches were sent from Washington to Tus 
TRIBUNE during last winter and spring in re- 
gord to the threatening conduct of the Bannock 
and Shoshone Indians. It now seems as if the 
predictions then made are to be verified, and 
that a serious conflict is impending with those 
Indians. The War Department looks at the 
matter very seriously. Dispatches from Gen. 
Howard set forth that the situation is bad. 
These Indians have determined, after several 
abortive efforts,to go towar. They are con- 
centrating in the great beds of lava and vol- 
canic tupa between the Great Camas Prairie and 
the Salmon River Mountains, an extremely dif- 
ficult country. One dispatch reports that they 
have occupied several stations on the Montana 
etage-lines.

Topeka, Kan., June 8.—A special dispatch to 
the Commonwealth says the great railway war 
that has been raging in Colorado for the past 
two months has been brought to a practical 


termination by a concurrent decision 
rendered Saturday by Judges Dillon 
and Hollett. The controversy has 


been between the Denver & Rio Grande Com- 
pany and the Santa Fe over the possession of 
the Grand Canon of the Arkansas River for the 
purpose of connecting their respective lines. 
The canon is very narrow, and is walled very 
high, so that practically but one road- 
bed can be built through. For this 
reason it is a pass of great strategical im- 
portance, as controlling railroad movements 
in Western and Southwestern Colorado. The 
Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe Company filed a 
plot of its located line through the 
canon in the spring of 1877, and it 
was approved by the Secretary of the In- 
terior. The rival company based its claim 
ou the special franchise granted by Congress in 
1872. In April last both Companies moved 
simultaneously. Large forces of workmen 
commenced grading 22 the canon. As 
both Companies seemed determined to bold 
rossession, it gave rise to great ex- 
citement for a time, and bloodshed was 
imminent. The matter was, however, eit 
carried to the Circuit Court of the Uni 

States for Colorado. Upon application of each 
of the companies an injunction against the oth- 
er temporarily restricting orders were issued 
against both companies until the matter 
could be fully and maturely considered. 
The result is that Judges Dillon and Hollett de- 
cided that the ined right of occu is with

ATTEMPTED SUICIDE. 
WHY HB FIRED THE SHOT. 

The guests and boarders of the Briggs House 
were yesterday afternoon in the middle of their 
dinner when a pistol-shot rang out clear and sharp 
above the rattle of the plates and forks. Conster- 
nation reigned. Mr. J. H. Cummings, proprietor 
of the hotel, who had just seated himself at a 
table in preparation for a vigorous onslaught upon 
the viands, sprang up and ran out of the dining- 
room, which is on the second floor, and down the 
stairway in the direction of the sound. Already a 
crowd of people had assembled in the office, and 
were pushing their way into the little ladies’ recep- 
tion-room, near the elevator. Entering, he saw 
two women anda man,—one of the women in a 
dead faint, the man lying on a sofa 
with blood streaming from his head, and 
the other woman standing coldly and scornfully 
by. Keeping beck the assemblage of curious look- 
ers-on, Mr. Cummings endeavored to learn who 
his sensational guests were and what was the cause 
of the difficulty. The cold woman refused to 
answer any questions, but remained glaring at the 
heap of misery on the sofa. The man who had 
done the shooting was still a little dazed, for the 
ball of his pistoi which had been intended to pen- 
etrate his brain had only grazed the skull, striking 
above the right temple and plowing around to a 
point just back of his ear, It was a miraculous es- 
cape from instant death. A policeman anda car- 
riage having been summoned, the would-be suicide 
was taken into custody, and the fainting lady 
was put into the vebicle and driven 
away. The other lady, who had been speechiess 
throughout the tumult, walked oat of the hotel, 
and was seen no more. The little tragedy was 
over, and the guests returned to their dinuer. 

There was a good deal of mystery about the 
affair, and for some time no one knew who the 
parties to the shooting-match were, or what the 
circumstances of the case were. Finally it leaked 
out that the young map who had so sedulously tried 
to make away with himeelf was 

FRANK E. NEVINS, 
a reporter of the /imes. Mr. Navins has been 
connected with the press of this city for many 
years, was at one time city editor of the 
ren ing Post, and has latterly been the Tunes 
law-reporter. He is widely acquainted in the city 
and State, and has been noted for the possession of 
the most excellen; qualities of head and heart. No 
man in his position could have fewer enemies. He 
has a wife and seven children, and owns property 
in Irving Park, where he has been residing for the 
past five years. He was found yesterday evening 
at the Commercial Hotel in a nervous and pros- 
trated condition, though apparently not having 
been seriously injured by the effects of his recent 
indiscretion. In a conversation he stated that 
domestic troubles had driven bim to the rash act. 
For over a year he had had unpleasant difficulties 
with his wife, and these had finally cul- 
minated a short time ago in ae di- 
vorce suit. instituted dy him. After this 
was granted he made over ail his property to bis 
late wife, and also arranged for an allowance to 
be paid by him during life for the benefitof his 
children. A few days ago he married another lady. 
with whom he had been long acquainted, and it 
and it was this second marriage which angered his 


‘former wife and caused indirectly the unhappy 


episode of yesterday. It seeme that yesterday 
morning tt was arranged that the frst wife should 
come down-town and meet Mr. Nevins in order to 
visit his attorney, Mr. Storre, and finish up the 
settlement of the property. For that purpose 
she called at the Times office at about 
12 o'clock, and there met Mr. Nevins and his pres- 
ent wife, and the three together etarted towards 
Mr. Storrs’ Office. On the way i stepped into 
the reception-room of the Briggs House, intending 
only to stop there a few minutes for a private talk. 
While sitting in the reception - room the first wife 
began to indulge in recriminations, and in a mo- 
ment of desperation the young man drew a pocket 
pistol and endeavored to blow out his brains. 


COURT-HOUSE STONE. 
WALKER’S EXTRAS. 

The arguments of the motion for injunction in 
the case of 8. 8. Kimball vs. The County Com- 
missioners, to prevent the payment of about 828. 
000 to Walker, came up again yesterday before 
Judge Farwell. 

Mr. Matthews, on behalf of the complainant, 
read the deposition, and also the affidavit of J. J. 
Egan, the architect, the affidavits of Merriman, 
McGinniss, Declercg, O. T. Wharton, and Will- 
iam Handley. Mr. Wharton testified that Edwin 
Walker, before the Commissioners. refused to al- 
low Fanning to get stone from his quarry, but 
promised that McNeil & Son should be allowed to 
use his stone, and that he would give a mortgage 
on his quarry for their benetit. Also that Egan al- 
ways represented that McNeil had no legal claim 
for extras in using thick stone, and that the major- 
ity of the Board uniformly refused to meddle with 
the McNeil contract. 

William Handley, in his deposition, testified he 
was Superintendent of the county part of the 
Court-House, that all the stone used in the Court- 
House were thick, and thattohis knowledge the 
thin stone offered were rejected. The other affi- 
davits and depositions have already been published. 

Mr. Matthews then followed with an argument 
reviewing the statements contained in tlie affi- 
davits, and claiming that it had been plainly 
shown that McNeil & Son were not bound to use 
thick stone, and that, having done so at their 
option, they were not entitled to make any claim 
for extras. 

On the part of the defendants, County- Attorney 
Wallace read the the affidavit of Ed Walker to the 
effect that Egan expressly directed him to use 
thick stone, and state that he or the 
McNeile should be paid for it. That 
some thin stone was putintothe building, but in- 
stantly rejected by Egan and taken out again, and 
that no thick stone was furnished except on the 


agreement that the difference in price between the 


aid for extra. 


thick and thin stone should be 
arper corroborated 


The affidavit of Robert C. 
Walker. 

C. C. P. Holden in his affidavit stated that some 
thin stone was put in the Court-House at first, and 
that then Egan invited the Commissioners and the 
Joint Committee to look atthe building. They all 
disliked the thin stone, ordered only thick stone to 
be used, and he then directed the thin ones to be 
taken out. Deponent understood the thick stone 
was to be paid forin proportion. 

John Angus testified that he had heard Egan 
direct the thin stone to be taken away. 

The affidavits of Diener & Robinson were to the 
effect that Walker had thin stonein his quarry, 
and that he often used it in the contracts he made 
with different parties, unless thick stone was 
specified. 

Judge Wallace then went on to argue that it 
would be a dangerous matter to interfere with the 
Commissioners in such a case; that they haa not 
done anything wrong, and that it was a presumption 
to file a bili such as that in the present case. It 
wae conclusively shown that McNeil] & Son were to 
be paid more for their extra thick stone, and they 
should be paid.

LUMBER. 
MEETING OF THE EXCHANGE. 

The Chicago Lumbermen's Exchange held a 
meeting yesterday forenoon in their headquarters, 
corner of Franklin and South Water streets, for 
the special purpose of considering the advisability 
of appointing a committee to meet a similar one 
from the Northwestern Retail Lumber-Dealers’ 
Association, it being understood that the Commit- 
tees were to hold a joint meeting and en- 
deavor to arrange some plan whereby more 
amicable trade relations could be es- 
tablisned between the two organizations. 
The meeting of yesterday was not open to the 
reportorial ear, but a rather iengthy discussion en- 
sued among the twenty gentlemen present, and it 
was understood to be on the question of advising 
the Committee as to their course, ft having been 
previously decided to send a committee to meet 
the country deaiers’ representatives. The instruc- 
tions were not definitely learned, but it is probable 
that the Committee will give the gentlemen of tne 
Northwestern Dealers’ Association to under- 
stand that the Chicago lumbermen are 
willing to meet them half way, 
but will remain firm in the stand they have taken 
in the matter of country buyers, and will not sub- 
mit to the ‘* black-balling’’ process as threatened 
by the latter in instances where the city dealer 
sold directly to the consumer. This matter of 
direct trade between the consumers and the Chica- 
go dealers has been the bone of contention between 
the two associations, and has led to inharmonious 
trade relations. Unless the country dealers make 
concessions and renove the obnoxious **‘ black- 
ball, it is not likely any amicabie arrangement 
will result from the joint conference of the Com- 
mittees.

Schaefer’s backer, he named Mr. E. A. Buck, of 
the Spirit of the Times, to whom the half-forfeit 
of $2,000 will be forwarded in this morning’s 
mail. Then came the toss for location of the 
first game. This time Sexton was the good 
guesser, and he gleefully named New York and 
the Collender table. The choice of the city and 
table for the second game tell to Schaefer b 
agreement, and he announced Chicago and a J. 
M. Brunswick & Balke Company table with the 
Monarchcushion. ‘The third game is, by the terms 
of the agreement, to be played in St. Louis. 
Sexton stipulated for forty days before the 
opening game, feeling the necessity of practice, 
while Schaefer was not sorry for this when he 
found he had to play on a different table from 
that on which his practice has been done. So 
soon as a date can be secured for a public hall 
in New York the night of the first game will be 
announced.
